Of these 649 were killed and 1107 
wounded, while 87 Averc reported 
missing. 
'""The list of today shows 762 
wounded. The totals for the two 
clays shows 995 men willed, 18b'9 
wounded and R77 missing. Alto- 
gether the list show casualties 
amounting to'2951 in killed wound 
ed and missing.
